REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Kensington: 


The School Board congratulates itself and the district on a 
successful year. The schools are all in the hands of compet- 
ent teachers, and have made excellent progress. 

We are especially pleased with the many favorable com- 
ments made by the people of our town on the fine condition of 
our schools. The State Superintendent’s report, sent to the 
Board after his last visit, was most satisfactory. This im- 
provement is due mainly to the Superintendent’s wise choice 
of teachers, his careful selection of books and other materials, | 
and his constant oversight of the teachers’ work. His per- 
sonal interest in the progress of each child has encouraged the 
children to do their best. In spite of the great increase in the 
cost of everything, all this good work has been done without 
exceeding our appropriation. 

In order to give the district a chance to accept the generous 
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offer of $2,000 toward the building of a Central School, the 
Board asked the State Board of Health for an extension of time 
in which to make the required changes at the North School. 
As the offer was refused, the State Board’s order must be car- 
ried out before next September. A list of these changes and 
an explanation of the new law in regard to the ending: of the 
school year will be found in the Superintendent’s report.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board of Kensington: 


Permit me to submit to you the following report of my sec- 
ond year as superintendent of your schools. I find it a pleas- 
ure to make this report, for it is always an agreeable duty to 
commend progress and call attention to encouraging facts. 


CHANGE IN Fiscau. YEAR 


At the last session of the Legislature the following amend- 
ment was passed. 

“The fiscal year ef town and special school districts begin- 
ning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and there- 
after the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end August 31, 
annually.” 

The passage of this amendment brings to every School 
District in New Hampshire the necessity of providing in some 
way for the change of fiscal year. Last March funds were ap- 
propriated to carry the schools to the end of the winter term 
only. This leaves the spring term and any repairs made dur- 
ing the summer unprovided for. There are several ways in 
ways in which to provide for the change: 

(1) To consider the amount needed to finish the extended 
school year as a deficit and raise a sufficient amount to cover 
this “deficit” in addition to an appropriation to cover the 
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year beginning September 1, 1918, and ending August 31, 
1919. While it would be an advantage to adopt the new year 
as soon as possible, the burden for this next year would be a 
heavy one. Moreoever, it is practically impossible for us to 
say now how much money will be needed to finish the year 
ending August 31, 1919. | 

(2) To appropriate a sufficient amount to finish the ex- 
tended school year. In addition, to appropriate an amount 
sufficient to meet the needs of the schools until the end of the 
winter term, March, 1919.

The repairs made at the North School last summer have 
added to the comfort of teacher and pupils. The order from 
the State Board of Health is still in force. At the request of 
the Board it was suspended for one year. Accordingly, the 
changes indicated in the order and listed on page 45 of last 
year’s Town Report must be finished before the opening of 
school in September next. . Briefly summarized, they are as 
follows: | 

1. New floor. 

Larger window area. 

Ceiling whitened. (Already done.) 

Enlarged entry space. 

New heating and ventilating system. 

New toilet properly connected with school building..

THE SCHOOLS 


North.—When I look back to my first visits here in April, 
1916, and compare the conditions of that time with those of 
the present, I find it hard to believe that it is the same school. 
The improvement is due to three things: excellent teaching, 
proper materials with which to work, and hearty co-operation 
of the homes. The greatest change is in the attitude of the 
children toward everything connected with the school. 

The serving of hot cocoa with the children’s lunches is in 
accordance with the best modern rural school practice. 
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Mrs. Wenzel is a superior teacher. The State Superin- 
tendent of public instruction inspected the school thoroughly 
last year and declared that he had never seen a large many- 
graded school better handled. The value of continuous ser- 
vice in a school of this kind is universally recognized. We must 
keep Mrs. Wenzel. 

East.—I find less to say about this school than the others, 
because it had a strong teacher when I first knew it. Like the 
other schools, it was handicapped by an utter lack of ever the 
most necessary books and supplies. Miss Robie has been 
quick to profit by the helps which you have enabled me to 
provide. The children are reaping the benefit of her study at 
the Keene Normal School last summer. Unfortunately, this 
school was closed at the time of the State Superintendent’s 
last visit, but it stands high in the records of the State De- 
partment. 

West.—This school is responding eagerly to the leadership 
of a well-trained: teacher. Miss Eunice I. Evans had a year of 
successful experience in Attleboro, Mass., and was asked to 
return at an increased salary. It was fortunate for us that 
she wished to live at home this year. She has just the per- 
sonality that is needed in this school. Although a graduate of 
a Massachusetts normal school, she has adapted her methods 
to the New Hampshire state program of studies. If possible, 
her services should be retained until the school is brought 
up to grade. ‘ 


IN CONCLUSION 


There are many contributing factors in the maintenance 
of a good school. Well trained and devoted teachers, sani- 
tary school buildings, and co-operation on the part of parents, 
school officers, teachers and pupils are absolute essentials. 

There has never been a time in our history when education 
was so much needed as it is now and as it will be in the days of 
reconstruction after the war. We must be very sure to allow 
nothing to handicap the intelligence and producing power of 
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the rising generation. This means that we must make every 
effort to improve our schools.
